And Complicity in Killing 
Three Americans--Citizens

Brownsville, Texas, October 19.—Ten 
Mexicans were put to death today by 
posses of citizens for alleged com- 
plicity in the killing of three Ameri- 
cans and the wounding of four others 
aboard a St.. Louis, Brownsville and 
Mexico passenger train near Browns- 
ville last. night. Several hundred ci- 
vilians, county peace officers and Unit- 
ed States troops tonight continued in 
pursuit of other members of the band. 
If captured by the citizens it is be- 
lieved the outlaws will be summarily 
executed. 

The death today of Dr. E. 8S. McCain, 
deputy state health officer, brought the 
number killed by the bandits to three.

T0 SPEND ON NAVY 
DANIELS WILL ASK 


Official Estimates of Navy’s 
Part in the Billion-Dollar 
National Defense Program 
Are Made Public. 

MONEY TO BE EXPENDED 
IN COURSE OF FIVE YEARS 


Ten Dreadnaughts and Six 

Battle Cruisers in List of 
Warships Proposed--Great 
Increase Planned in Navy’s 
Personnel. 


Washington, October 19.—Official es- 
timates of the navy’s part in the ad- 
ministration’s billion dollar national 
defense program were made public to- 
night by Secretary Daniels. They show 
that within five years it is proposed to 
spend $502,482,214 on construction of 
new ships, development of aircraft and 
creation of a huge reserve of ammuni- 
tion and guns for the navy. 

The five-year building program con- 
templates construction of ten dread- 


naughts, six battle cruisers, ten scout 
cruisers, fifty destroyers, fifteen sea- 
going submarines, eighty-five coast de- 
fense submarines, four gunboats, one 
hospital ship, two ammunition ships, 
two fuel oll ships and one repair ship. 
The last of the vessels will be built 
and in commission late in 1924. The 
above figures, with the addition of $48,- 
518,127 for completion of ships already 
constructed or under construction, 
make up the total of more than half a 
billion dollars to be expended upon the 
navy in addition to the regular budget, 
which approximates $100,000,000 a year. 
11,500 More Men Wanted. 


Secretary Daniels will recommend 
this winter the addition to the navy of 
7,500 blue jackets, 2,500 apprentices 
and 1,500 marines, a total of 11,500 men. 


more than fifteen years old, destroyers 
and submarines built within twelve 
years, half of the cruisers and all of 
the gunboats and necessary fleet auxil- 
iaries, can be manned and-an adequate 
reserve be maintained for vessels on 
the reserve list. To officer the addi- 
tional force of marines the secretary 
will recommend appointment of an ad- 
ditional brigadier general, two colo- 
nels, two lieutenant colonels, six ma- 
jors, one colonel and assistant quarter- 
master, fourteen captains, fourteen first 
lieutenants, thirteen second lieutenants 
and twenty-two warrant Officers. 

Additional naval officéMs would be 
obtained by increasing the number of 
midshipmen at the academy at Annapo- 
lis by not less than 250. 

For the aviation corps Secretary 
Daniels will recommend establishment 
of a special service to which civilian 
aviators can be appointed. 

The 1917 naval estimates to be pre- 
sented to congress this winter will tota] 
$217,652,173, an increase of $67,990,308 
over last year’s appropriation. Of the 
increase $57,003,000 will be for new 
construction, $8,000,000 for munitions 
reserve, $2,000,000 for aviation and the 
balance of the total appropriation will 
go toward continuing departmental ex- 
penses.

eost of materials, which are higher 
than formerly and, perhaps, abnormally 
high, owing to the great demand 
caused by the war in Europe.

Tour Leaves Albany 9:30. 

Leaving Albany at 9:30 o’clock this 
morning the Dixie highway men found 
another stretch of roads so fine that 
it made them proud to call themselves 
commissioners. All the way from Al- 
bany to Tallahassee with the excep- 
tion of a few hundred yards of sand 
here and yonder the road of today’s 
trip was a duplicate of the day before. 
The roads are scientifically built and 
with modérn machinery. For most of 
the distance yesterday and today no 
railroad construction engineer’ ever 
figured his grades more accurately and 
overcome them with more success. 
You could simply lay the rails right 
on top of the roads and put the Dixie 
Flyer on the track. Twenty-five miles 
an hour or fifty miles an hour made no 
difference. It was a short day’s run 
and there was no need to hurry, but 
whenever the whim struck the pace- 
maker he did not have to wait for a 
smooth stretch to make fifty miles. 

The Wonder of Blue Springs. 

A few miles out of Albany the tour- 
ists stopped and saw Blue Springs, as 
wonderful a work of nature as there is 
in the world. There is a group of three 
or four springs within a few feet of 
each other, which turn out 70,000 gal- 
lons of water a minute, with one spring 
forty feet deep, at the bottom of which 
one ‘ean see a cave big enough to ac- 
commodate a Pullman car leading on 
into*the bowels of the earth, and an- 
other spring which every second spouts 
thousands of gallons of water sev- 
eral feet high. One can hardly believe 
The property is being 
improved for a pleasure resort. 

Spinning southward the tour passed 
through miles upon miles of beautiful 
pecan groves. Long staple cotton, too, 
there was in abundance as the tour 
neared the Georgia line. Everything 
indicated that. there is prosperity in 
south Georgia. 

Camilla’s Warm Welcome. 

Besides Blue Springs, the only stop 
made by the tourists between Albany 
and Thomasville, the noon control, was 
Camilla. Just five minutes was al- 
lowed Camilla, and in five minutes 
Camilla did more than one would have 
believed possible. Many automobiles 
from Camilla had already met the tour 
miles before it arrived, in four, and 
in the town the entire population was 
out to make the tourists welcome. The 
streets were lined with double rows of 
school children waving flags and sing- 
ing.

At no city 
between Tallahassee and Chicago have

FINANCES HELD UP 


Construction Department Is 

Forced to Lay Off Most 
Important Repair Gangs. 
Work Is Halted. 


DEPARTMENT PARALYZED, 
SAYS CHIEF NYM HURT 


No Improvements Possible 
Until Disposition Is Made 
of October Finance Sheet 
Carrying Appropriations. 


Six foremen and fifty men, having in 
charge some of the most important 
work under the city construction de- 
partment, were laid off yesterday be- 
cause of the October apportionment 
sheet having been held up. 

This means there will be no more 
work done in the way of replacing tile, 
sheet and brick sidewalks; refilling 
cuts made in streets and sidewalks for 
water and gas connections, steam heat, 
electric light service and sewers; re- 
pajring of sewers, cleaning out sewers; 
carpenter work, bridge repairs and 
street repairs. 

It may also meam that no more per- 
mits will be granted for cnening up 
Streets and sidewalks for the saying of 
any kind of service pipes, with the 
result that*the citizens of Atlanta will 
be prevented from making new connec- 
tions for water, sewers or lights. | 

This statement was given out by the 
construction department Tuesday. 

Work WIIll Be Paralyzeé. 

The construction department say3 
that it will utterly paralyze the work 
of the construction department until 
the October apportionment sheet is act- 
ed upon. 


Since the June apportionment sheet | 


was made up and adopted by council 
the construction department has ex- 
It looked 
to the October apportionment sheet for 
the additional amount needed, and it 
was placed in that sheet. The sheec 
was adopted by council and vetoed by 
the mayor. Council last Monday sus- 
tained the mayor’s veto by voting that 
the message be “filed.” 

This cut off the construction depart- 
ment and left it without a dollar with 
which to carry on its work. 

An appeal was made to the office of 
the city comptroller and that office in- 
formed the construction department 
that no overdrafts would be honored. 

“There was nothing left for us to do,” 
states Nym Hurt, the chief of construc- 
tion, “but to lay off our foremen and 
their men and we did so on Tuesday.” 

Order of Construction Department. 

Wednesday morning not one of the 
laid-off men will be at work. 

The following is a copy of the order 
in the construction department as is- 
sued Tuesday: 

“All of the following working force 
are laid off until further notice: 

“Foreman Clark, who has charge of 
the replacing of tile, sheet and brick 
sidew&lks where service cuts are made 
for gas, water, sewers, etc. 

“Foreman Robert Murray, who has 
charge of all general sidewalk repairs 
where dangerous places exist and 
where the sidewalks are worn arfd con- 
demned by inspectors. 

“Foreman W. W. West, who has 
charge of refilling utility cuts made in 
streets and sidewalks for water, sew- 
ers, gas, steam heat, electricity, etc. 

“Foreman W. T. McKinney, who has 
charge of general sewer repair work 
and who is at present laying a new bot- 
tom in the Loyd street sewer. 

“Foreman W. S. Vining, who has 
charge of the sewer trouble gang. 

“Foreman W. H. Winn, who has 
charge of all @arpenter work. 

“Under existing conditions, -no cuts 
for service connections can be refilled 
and will have to remain open and light- 
ed at night unless permits for such 
work are refused.’ 

All the Gangs Laid Off. 

With the laying off each foreman 
comes the laying off of his gang of 
workmen, fifty in all. These men will 
be without work until provision is made 
for the payment of thelr wages. 

Such a condition of affairs, apart 
from the cutting off the men’s wages, is 
serious at this time, as all repair work 
in the streets is to be stopped. Many 
streets, especially those paved with 
asphalt, are greatly in need of repairs 
before the winter sets in. 

It may also interfere with building, 
as no water, sewer or light connections 
can be made. 

The order of the construction de- 
partment will remain in (free, it is 
stated, until the money necessary for 
the work is provided for in the October 
apportionment sheet.

“An Austro-Hungarian column has 
stormed with the bayonet Gipsy moun- 
tain, south of Grocka, and effected a 
junction with the German divisions, 
which are successfully advancing on 
both sides of the Lower Morava. 

“In the three days’ fighting for the 
possession of Avala mountain, nine 
miles southeast of Belgrade, and posi- 
tions northwest of Grocka, our troops 
captured 2,000 men. 

“The Bulgarians have taken the first 
fortified line from the enemy east of 
Pirot and have advanced to the Vranya 
region.” 


Sofia, October 18.—(Via London, Oc- 
tober 19—Delayed.)—A communication 
from Bulgarian general headquarters 
today reads: 

“Our armies continued yesterday to 
advance on the whole front in Serbian 
territory. In the Morava valley our 
troops captured Vranya, thus cutting 
the railway from Lupusk to Nish. 

“On entering Vranya our cavalry 
was at first welcomed with cries of 
‘ZFivia’ (Hurrah) by the populace who 
had raised white flags. This was fol- 
lowed by a hail of bullets from every 
house. 

“Our troops, who are advancing from 
Egri Palanka on Stratzin, have cap- 
tured a Serbian battalion. 

“In the Bregalnitza valley we cap- 
tured the town of Kotchawa from 
which we are advancing westward.” 


BULGARS DOMINATE 


PART OF RAILWAY. 

Paris, October 19.—A Nish dispatch 
to The Temps dated October 17 says 
it has been announced officially by 
the Serbian war office that the Bul- 
garians have occupied the territory be- 
tween Vranya and Ristovatz, dominat- 
ing the Saloniki-Nish railroad. In con- 
sequence the dispatch says, railway 
communication has been interrupted. 
This message is at variance with ad- 
vices from Athens denying that the 
line has been cut at Vranya.

London, October 19.—The decision of

communicated to the Greek govern- 
ment.

Athens, October 19.—(Via Paris.)—

of these troops is so large that it is 
impossible to forward them all prompt- 
ly by rail to Serbia. Some of the troops 
are making forced marches across 
Greek territory in the direction of Ber- 
pla. 

SERBIANS OFFER 

STOUT RESISTANCE. 

Paris, October 19.—The Serbians are 
offering stout resistance to the Teu- 
tonic advance in the Semendria sec- 
tion, according to information from 
Nish received by The Journal. A 
wireless message sent by the Austrian 
general in charge there to Field Mar- 
shal von Mackensen and intercepted 
by the Serbians is said to be as fol- 
lows: 

“Impossible to accomplish my task 
successfully unless you send heavy re- 
inforcements immediately.” 

It is reported that a Bulgarian regi- 
ment refused to fight against the 
Serbs at Kadibogatz near Kniagevatz 
and killed its colonel. The regimens, 
it is said, was surrounded and deci- 
mated by the rest of the division. 

Heavy losses for the Bulgarians in 
the fighting which preceded the cap- 
ture by the allies of Strumitsa is re- 
ported in a dispatch from Saloniki to 
Milan, as forwarded to the Havas News 
agency. It is asserted that entire 
battalions of Bulgarians were annihi- 
lated by the Franco-Serbian forces. 
British as well as French troops, the 
dispatch Says, took an important part 
in the engagements northwest of Doi- 
ran, near the Vardar river, and at 
Valanovo, in the northeastern sector. 
At the latter point the Bulgarians 
made a counter attack, but subse- 
quently fled across the frontier, pur- 
sued by Serbians. 

MANY PRISONERS 
TAKEN BY SERBS. 


London, October 19.—A Chronicle 
dispatch from Rome says: 

“According to a Bucharest telegram 
the Serbians have taken 2,000 prisoners 
and four guns in the Gornacco sector.

PREMIER ASQUITH ILL 


BRITISH CABINET SPLIT 


Resignation of Sir Edward 
Carson the First Proof 
of Differences. 


London, October 19.—Premier ASs- 
quith has suddenly become ill. His 
state of health will require withdrawal 
from public activities at least for a 
few days. 

Shortly 
bulletin 
street: 

“The prime minister is suffering from 
an attack of gastro-intestinal catarrh, 
which will a few days of 
complete rest.” 

Earlier in the day Mr. Asquith at- 
tended meetings of the war commit- 
tee and the cabinet in his official resi- 
dence. 

Mr. Asquith was indisposed yester- 
day, but attended the cabinet meeting 
and received a number of visitors dur- 
ing the evening. His condition was so 
aggravated today that he consulted 
a physician who ordered him to remain 
in bed for several days and then take 
a rest of a few days in the country. 

Britain is waiting anxiously to learn 
whether the cabinet ministers will be 
able to compose their differences and 
continue’ the government without 
swapping horses in mid-stream. The 
military difficulties which confront the 
allies have taken a position of second- 
ary importance for the time being. 

he resignation of Sir Edward Car- 
s0n, attorney general, was the first 
proof of differences in the cabinet. The 
reason assigned for his withdrawal is 
disagreement with the cabinet’s policy 
in regard to the Near East, but the 
specific point of division is withheld, 
as in the case of the retirement of 
Foreign Minister Delcasse, of France, 

The cabinet and the country, as a 
whole, would regard a general elec- 
tion on party lines as a calamity. If 
such a contest were fought on the ques- 
tion of conscription it might be expect- 
ed to foment great bitterness and class 
dissension. 

The anti-conscriptionist newspapers 
are demanding that a fair trial be 
given to the plan of voluntary enlist- 
ment under the direction of the Earl of 
Derby. 

KING GEORGE URGED 
TO DISSOLVE PARLIAMENT. 


London, October 19.—Seton Robert 
Beresford, a former army officer and 
a brother of Lord Decies, addressing a 
street meeting today, suggested that 
King George dissolve parliament forth- 
with and assume command of the ar- 
mies in the field.

SIX MEN ARE KILLED

Oklahoma City, Okla., October 19.— 
Six persons were killed, two fatally in- 
jured and about eight others badly 
hurt as the result of a 
lision early today between 
Rock and Island Pacific southbound 
train No.

The killed include three 
and three men who were stealing rides 
on the passenger train. 

The wreck is said to have been 
caused by failure of the passenger train 
to take a siding at Agawam. 

The trains were traveling 60 miles 
an hour, and the impact threw the pas- 
senger engine on top of the freight 
engine and four cars of cattle were 
piled over and under them. The heavy 
steel mail car jumped clear over the 
two engines and rolled down a 30-foot 
embankment.

RUSS HORSEMEN 
RIDE DOWN GERMANS. 


Petrograd, October 19.—Russian cav- 
alry charging the Germans at Pod- 
cherevitchi, west of Rafalovka, in the 
recent fighting, broke through their 
lines of defenses and overrode the 
trenches, inflicting heavy losses and 
seriously interfering with the evident 
plans of the Germans to dig in along 
the Styr river for the winter. 

Along the front of the Styr and Stok- 
hod rivers the Germans apparently 
have renounced their offensive. Pris- 
oners taken in this region say the 
trenches there are manned largely 
by wornout troops from the Dvinsk- 
Riga front who have been sent south- 
ward to recuperate.

Editor Constitution: With reference to 
the suggestion to extend the liquor business 
in this state beyond the present licenses by 
legislative enactment, under the present li- 
cense system all privileges to hafdle liquor 
of any class close on Degember 31, 1915, and 


any law enacted by the extra session must 
| necessarily fix a time for the new law to g0 
into operation. 


‘If the act fixes the time “on and after its 
passage” the law begins operation at once; 
and if there are any vested rights in licenses 
already issued, the licenses would expire De- 
cember 31, 1915. If there are no_ vested 
rights, and no provision caring for protection 
of licenses to the end of the year, the licenses 
would expire on the signing of the act. Now 
to remedy this, I note that some propose to 
extend the time of the @peration of the law 
to July 1, 1916. This, I say, would be a 
liquor provision in the interest of the liquor 
traffic, and would come with poor grace from 
a temperance legislature or Christian legis- 
lators. 

The claim that it would be just and right 
to extend this evil raises a question in 
morals which no Christian can ignore. If 
the Christian can find right in evil, and right 
in the propagation of evil, he can introduce 
evil into heaven itself. For a temperance 
man to vote to extend the evil of intemper- 
ance beyond the boundary where it can be 
checked is unpardonable. 

Let the new law go into effect “from and 
after passage,” and let the destruction of this 
evil be full and complete and as quick as the 
laws can be enacted. Any other course is to 
go part of the way with the enemy, and can 
result in nothing that is good.

Senator John D. Walker 
On Teachers’ Payment Law 
And Federal Reserve Bank 


Editor Constitution: As the author of the 
bill making it possible for Georgia hereafter 
to pay her teachers promptly, I feel that a 
brief statement from me as to the working 
of this measure will not be out of place. 

Under the law, the legislature is called 
upon each year to appropriate maintenance 
funds for the various state institutions, in- 
cluding public schools, and it has been the 
custom in Georgia for ‘several years to ap- 
propriate about two and a half million dollars 
for their annual support. Out of these 
funds must, of course, come the salaries 
of the teachers, and if it were not true that 
Georgia had gotten behind with her finances 
and was now running about a year behind 
with the public school fund, there would 
always’ be in the treasury ample funds with 
which to pay the teachers without the ne- 
cessity of Georgia borrowing a cent. The 
intention of the law is to raise by taxation 
a sum sufficient to take care of state insti- 
tutions for the coming year and not the year 
in which the funds are raised. Or, in other 
words, when the legislature appropriates in 
1915 two million six hundred thousand dol- 
lars for public schools for 1916, it is under- 
stood that these funds will not be in the 
hands of the state until the fall of 1916 or 
by January 1, 1917, and in view of the pres- 
ent financial condition of Georgia, either the 
state would have to close its public schools 
for one year in order to catch up, or allow 
teachers to serve without pay, and, of 
course, this is unthinkable; therefore, the 
present law was proposed and passed, which 
simply means that the governor can 
his warrant on the state treasury month by 
month, but not payable until the tax money 
is in the treasury, and by discounting these 
warrants at a low rate of interest, not only 
is the money secured with which to pay the 
teachers promptly|_but there is a saving to 
them under the Wafker bill of between $50,- 
000 to $75,0C00 per year, assuming that the 
warrants can be discounted at the federal 
reserve bank gr other financial institutions 
at a rate not over 3 per cent per annum, 
for it is a well-known fact that county 
hoards of education, which are now borrow- 
ing in order to keep their teachers from 
waiting, are paying for the money they bor- 
row from 6 to 10 per cent per annum. 

Now, one of the:splendid things about the 
measure in question is that it has met the 
approval of the federal reserve bank, which 
does not mean that the state of Georgia is 
to absolutely depend on the federal reserve 
bank, for it can go into the financial mar- 
ket and offer these warrants to the lowest 
bidder just as the state in selling its bonds 
would secure the highest bidder, but the fact 
that the federal reserve bank, which is more 
of a Georgia institution in one respect than 
a federal institudion, managed by patriotic, 
state-loving Georgians, has shown a will- 
ingness to co-operate with the state in the 
handling of these warrants to the extent of 
million dollars per year if necessary, 
should make every Georgian proud of the 
credit and financial standing of the state and 
gratified at the outcome of the legislative 
enactment. : 

If any financial institution offers a better 
rate than the federal reserve bank, it would 
be the governor’s duty to discount the war- 
rants with them, but I, for one, rejoice for

“If there ever was a chance for true

“We have about 25 little children 
who will go barefooted this winter un- 
less we can get shoes and stockings 
for them.

“In the sanitarium are i75 men and 
women, most of whom have seen bet- 
ter days. Stricken with a malady that 
unfitted them for work, the city is 
trying to heal them. But we have no 
fund with which to provide cloth- 
ing.”’ 

Dr. Bradfield says. that he has re- 

ceived a lot of old clothing that had 
to be thrown away. 
“We do not want cast-off garments 
that are too old and ragged.to be 
worn,” he stated. “Recently 1 received 
a box of old junk which was only 
fit for the trash cart.’’

State Camp, Jacksonville, Fla., Octo- 
ber 19.—The first of the three national 
competitions authorized by congress, 
and constituting the most important 
events of the tournament that has been 
in progress here. since October 2, was 
completed this afternoon by 766 en- 
trants after two days of shooting at 
200 and 300 yards, rapid fire, and 300, 
600 and 1,000 yards slow fire. Sergeant 
J. 8. Stewart, First corps of, cadets, 
Boston, Mass., finisned in the lead with 
a grand total of 315 out of a possible 
325. He made ¥9 out of 100 at rapid 
fire, and 74, 71 and 71, respectively, at 
300, 600 and 1,000 yards slow fire out 
of 75. The winner receives a gold 
medal and $60. Also scoring a‘total of 
315. but making 98 at rapid fire as 
against Stewart’s 99, Private T. B. 
Crawley, United States Marine corps, 

second prize, a gold medal and 
Landing only one point in rear 
of Crawley, Private 8S.

Pittsburg Man Knocks Out the 
Dublin Giant in Third 
Round. . 


New York, October 19.—Frank Moran, 
of Pittsburg, knocked out Jim Coffey, 
the Dublin giant, in the third round of 
a ten-round match here tonight. 

A right cross to the jaw in the third 
round sent Coffey to the floor for a 
count of five. Apparently helpless, Cof- 
fey scrambled to his feet and held on to 
the ropes. Moran rushed and struck 
him again. The referee then stepped 
between the men, giving Moran the 
credit of a technical knockout. Moran 
weighed 200 pounds, Coffey 201. 

The Pittsburg boxer owed his vic- 
tory to his superior ring generalship. 
Coffey was the aggressor at the begin- 
img, but Moran, conserving strength, 
waited for the opportune moment. 

The first round began with Coffey 
rushing at Moran. He sent a right up- 
percut to the Pittsburger’s face and a 
hard left to his stomach. Moran struck 
few effective blows in the initial round. 

Coffey’s long reach kept Moran away 
at the beginning of the second round. 
The Pitsburger, however, adopting 
rushing tactics, sent a right to Coffey’s 
ribs and a hard right to his head. These 
blows forced Coffey to the ropes, where 
Moran then sent three successive rights 
to his head. Coffey appeared weak as 
the bell rang. 

Moran got in a hard right to the 
body at the opening of the third. At 
close range he shot two rights and a 
left to Coffey’s face. His next blow 
was a right to the jaw, and Coffey went 
down after only one minute and thirty- 
two seconds of fighting. 

By his victory Moran earned the 
right to meet Jess Willard. It was an- 
nqgunced before the fight that Willard 
would meet the victor.

New records were -made by Bethle- 
hem Steel, which rose 7 to 600, Stude- 
baker 3 to 170, American Steel Foun- 
dries 4% to 74%, Willys-Overland 2% 
to Virginia [ron, Coal and Coke & 
to 70, and United States Industrial Al- 
cohol o % to 112. 

Gains of 2 to 5 points were registered 
in the early session by General Motors, 
American Locomotive, Baldwin Loco- 
motive, Crucible Steel, New York Alr- 
brake, Railway Steel Springs, Colorado 
Fuel and several of the tobacco groups. 

Railway issues lapsed into dullness 
after a forenoon exhibition of strength.
